Rhetorical  Exercises  and  Declamations  are  required  throughout  the  Course. 
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The  College  is  at  Clinton,  on  the  V.  &  M.  R.  R.,  nine  miles  west  of  Jack- 
son and  thirty-five  miles  east  of  Vicksburg.  In  the  early  history  of  the  State, 
this  was  the  home  of  Governors,  Senators  and  other  distinguished  men. 
The  village  is  still  worthy  of  its  ancient  name,  Mt.  Salus,  or  Hill  of 
Health.  As  long  ago  as  1830,  the  intelligent  citizens  established  a  College, 
first  under  control  of  their  own  Board  of  Trustees,  subsequently  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Presbyterian  denomination.  In  1850,  guided  by  the  finger 
of  Providence,  the  Baptists  came  into  possession  of  the  College.  During 
the  Presidency  of  Dr.  I.  N.  Urner,  an  elegant  building  was  erected,  and  by 
the  efforts  of  Rev.  E.  C.  Eager,  a  cash  endowment  of  $100,000  was  raised. 
The  number  of  students  grew  to  more  than  two  hundred. 

Then  came  the  war  between  the  States,  which  swept  away  the  endow- 
ment, leaving  the  College  to  struggle  with  a  $10,000  debt,  incurred  in  the 
preservation  of  the  property.  Dr.  Walter  Hillman,  a  graduate  of  Brown 
University,  was  chosen  President  ;  the  buildings  were  repaired,  the  appar- 
atus replenished  ;  and  the  work  of  resuscitation  begun.  By  indomitable 
energy,  Prof.  M.  T.  Martin  raised  from  our  impoverished  people  the  means 
to  cancel  the  debt  and  to  restore  the  College  to  the  denomination. 

In  1872,  Dr.  W.  S.  Webb,  an  alumnus  of  Madison  University,  became 
President.  Under  his  administration,  with  the  co-operation  of  a  self-sacrific- 
ing faculty  and  with  but  meagre  resources,  the  College  has  constantly  grown 
in  power,  in  usefulness,  and  in  favor  with  the  people. 

In  September,  1891,  Dr.  R.  A.  Venable,  an  alumnus  of  the  College,  was 
chosen  President,  to  fill  the  vacancy  created  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  W. 
S.  Webb,  who  had  accepted  the  Emeritus  Professorship  of  Psychology  and 
Ethics. 

The  effort  led  by  Dr.  J.  B.  Gambrell  resulted  in  a  cash  endowment  of 
about  $50,000.  Though  this  is  far  from  being  adequate  to  meet  the  de- 
mands of  the  institution,  yet  it  gives  promise  to  the  future.  Our  people 
will  be  encouraged  to  continue  their  contributions,  and  the  great  National 
Baptist  Education  Society  will  aid  us  further  in  augmenting  this  endow- 
ment. 
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^DESIGH.^ 


The  distinctive  work  of  the  College  is  Christian  education.  Baptists  be- 
lieve in  educating  the  entire  man — body,  intellect  and  spirit.  They  would 
emphasize  Christian  character,  Christian  life  and  Christian  citizenship. 
They  dedicate  Mississippi  College  to  the  promotion  of  Christian  intelli- 
gence among  the  people  of  Mississippi  and  adjoining  States.  They  would 
educate  for  life — they  would  educate  for  eternity.  Whatever  sums  we  may 
give  to  increase  the  power  of  the  College,  we  may  rest  assured  that  God 
will  bless  the  investment  to  the  extension  of  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  on 
earth. 

The  instruction  in  all  departments  is  of  superior  quality.  The  equip- 
ments are  adequate  for  giving  a  high  standard  of  collegiate  education.  Stu- 
dents are  inspired  with  laudable  ambition,  and  many,  after  finishing  the 
College  Course,  are  incited  to  prosecute  their  studies  at  Yale,  Harvard 
John  Hopkins,  the  University  of  Virginia,  the  University  of  Michigan 
and  the  Southern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  at  Louisville,  Ky. 

It  is  perhaps  safe  to  say  that  as  many  as  5,000  young  men  in  Mississippi 
and  adjoining  States  have  received  more  or  less  of  their  education  in  Mis 
sissippi  College.  Hence  its  influence  as  a  factor  in  the  educational  inter 
ests  of  the  State  cannot  be  lightly  esteemed.  Tuition  fees  have  been  abol 
ished,  and  the  only  charge  is  an  annual  matriculation  fee  of  $25.  This  will 
tend  to  fill  the  classes  and  widen  the  fieid  of  usefulness  of  the  College. 
Mississippians  rejoice  ir.  its  prosperity,  and  bid  it  God-speed  in  the  great 
work  of  exalting  the  character  of  our  future  citizenship. 
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President  W.  S.  Webb,  D.  D. 

The  subjects  taught  in  this  school  belong  to  the  last  year  of  the  course. 
For  the  first  five  months  of  the  session  there  is  a  daily  recitation  in  Men- 
tal Philosophy  and  Logic.  The  subjects  are  treated  by  topics.  Each  stu- 
dent of  the  class  is  required  to  be  prepared  to  elucidate  fully  and  clearly 
the  topics  assigned  for  the  day.  Full  and  free  discussion  is  allowed  and  en- 
couraged. 

The  last  five  months  of  the  session  are  devoted  to  Political  Economy  and 
Moral  Science.     The  method  of  instruction  is  similar  to  the  above. 

The  object  desired  to  be  reached  in  this  school  is  not  merely  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  thoughts  of  others  on  these  important  sciences,  but  to 
teach  students  how  to  investigate  for  themselves  the  great  problems  of  our 
mental  and  moral  natures,  and  the  laws  which  govern  labor  and  capital.

SCHOOL    OF    MATHEMATICS. 

J.  G.  Deupree,  Professor. 

The  School  comprises  five  or  six  years,  two  Preparatory  and  four  Colle- 
giate, embracing  the  subjects  as  enumerated  in  the  Classical,  the  Scientific, 
and  the  Literary  Course.  The  text-books  will  be  Wentworth's,  Olneys's 
and  Loomis. 

Independent  thought  and  original  investigation  are  encouraged  at  every 
stage  of  the  course.  Much  time  and  attention  are  devoted  to  supplemental 
problems  and  original  theorems.  The  theoretical  is  at  all  times  illustrated 
and  impressed  by  practical  applications.  If  possible,  the  eye  is  addressed 
as  well  as  the  ear,  as  giving  the  most  direct  route  to  the  brain. 
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Post-graduates  will  find  it  profitable  to  review  and  extend  their  course, 
so  as  to  attain  a  higher  degree  of  proficiency.  On  all  occasions,  attention 
is  directed  to  the  best  methods  of  presenting  a  subject  to  a  class,  and  the 
most  approved  modes  of  instruction  are  emphasized.  Students  having  the 
profession  of  teaching  in  view  will  receive  valuable  suggestions  and  direc- 
tion as  to  the  theory  and  art  of  teaching. 


SCHOOL    OF    GREEK. 

R.  A.  Venable,  Professor. 

The  course  of  study  in  this  school  comprises  a  careful  translation  and 
analysis  of  the  Greek  orators,  poets,  historians  and  philosophers,  with  pro- 
gressive exercises,  both  written  and  oral,  in  analysis  and  composition. 

This  school  is  divided  into  four  classes,  one  of  which  belongs  to  the  Pre- 
paratory Department,  while  the  last  three  belong  to  the  College  Schools ; 
and  in  each  of  them  two  of  the  following  authors,  selected  at  the  option 
of  the  Professor,  are  read. 

Students  can  enter  any  class  for  which  their  previous  preparation  fits 
them. 

In  the  first  two  classes,  special  effort  is  made,  by  means  of  exercises,  re- 
views and  exegeses,  to  give  the  thorough  training  necessary  for  laying  well 
the  foundation  for  the  remainder  ot  the  course.

POST-GRADUATE    COURSE. 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  graduates  in  Greek  who  wish  to  pursue 
a  course  of  reading  in  such  authors  as  are,  either  from  their  form  or  subjects, 
less  suited  for  the  regular  school.  It  comprises,  therefore,  a  more  extended 
course  of  studies,  and  also  a  brief  course  of  lectures  on  Philology,  Compar- 
ative Grammar  and  the  Science  of  Language. 

Text-Books. — Aristophanes,  Aristotle,  Plato,  New  Testament,  Muller's 
Science  of  Language. 


SCHOOL    OF    NATURAL    SCIENCES. 

J.  F.  Sellers,  Professor. 

This  school  embraces  a  course  of  study  requiring  three  and  one-half  years 
for  the  B.  A.  degree  and  five  years  for  the  B.  S.  degree. 
The  following  is  the  schedule  for  the  B.  A.  Course  : 

SENIOR    PREPARATORY. 

First  Term — Physiology  (Walker). 
Second  Term — Elements  of  Physics  (Gage). 

JUNIOR    COLLEGIATE. 

First  Term — Theoretical  Inorganic  Chemistry,  including  a  discussion  of 
the  laws  of  chemical  affinity,  valence,  periodicity,  etc.  For  practical  ap- 
plication, Coit's  Chemical  Arithmetic  is  used  in  connection  with  the  course. 

Second  Term — Theoretical  Organic  Chemistry,  two  hours,  and  Practical 
Chemistry,  six  hours  a  week.  The  practical  work  comprises  the  manipula- 
tion of  apparatus  together  with  a  short  course  in  Qualitative  Analysis. 

SENIOR    COLLEGIATE. 

First  Term — Mechanics,  Optics,  Acoustics. 

Second  Term — Heat,  Electricity,  Magnetism  and  Geology.  The'  text- 
book in  Mechanics  and  Physics  is  Olmstead's  College  Philosophy,  fourth 
revision  ;  and  in  Geology,  LeConte's  Elements. 

The  sehedule  for  the  B.  S.  Course,  in  addition  to  the  studies  of  the  B.  A. 
Course,  comprises  in  the  Freshman  year  Zoology  (Packard),  during  the  first 
term,  and  Botany  (Gray),  during  the  second  term  ;  in  the  Junior  year  Quan- 
titative Analysis;  and  in  the  Senior  year,  Mineralogy. 
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In  this  Department,  the  Inductive  Method  of  Instruction  will  be  pursued, 
as  far  as  practicable.  To  this  end,  all  students  are  required  to  do  practical 
work. 

The  means  of  illustration,  though  not  so  ample  as  could  be  desired,  are 
adequate  for  thorough  instruction  in  the  fundamental  principles  of  experi- 
mental science.  Practical  and  instructive  experiments  in  Chemistry  and 
Physics  are  performed  by  the  students  as  well  as  by  the  Professor.  Geology 
and  Mineralogy  are  illustrated  by  cabinet  collections  of  fossils,  minerals  and 
models  of  crystals.  The  classes  in  Botany  and  Zoology  are  required  to 
analyze  natural  specimens,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  use  of  the 
Microscope,  each  student  being  required  with  his  own  lens  to  classify  algae, 
fungi,  parasitic  animals,  etc. 


SCHOOL    OF    LATIN. 

A.  J.  Aven,   Professor. 

The  course  of  study  in  this  school  includes  the  language,  history  and  lit- 
erature of  the  Romans. 

There  are  four  classes.  The  first  two  are  preparatory,  and  in  these  pupils 
are  thoroughly  drilled  in  the  forms  and  fundamental  principles  of  Latin. 

In  the  two  Collegiate  classes,  an  exact  and  intimate  acquaintance  with 
the  language  is  obtained  by  careful  translation  of  Latin  into  English  and 
English  into  Latin.  The  intricacies  of  the  Latin  syntax  are  fully  discussed 
and  the  peculiarities  of  the  language  clearly  explained. 

C  0  UR  SE      OF      STUDY. 

Beginners  in  Latin  are  required  to  translate  short  sentences  from  Latin 
into  English  and  from  English  into  Latin. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Second  Term  of  the  first  year,  students  begin 
the  study  of  Caesar,  and  this  text  is  continued  through  the  First  Term  of 
the  second  year. 

The  Second  Term  of  the  second  year  the  Orations  of  Cicero  are  read. 
During  the  first  and  second  years,  Latin  Grammar  and  Latin  Prose  are 
studied  in  connection  with  the  texts  mentioned. 

The  first  year  of  the  Collegiate  Course  is  devoted  to  the  reading  of  Vir- 
gil and  Livy,  in  addition  to  original  exercises  in  Latin  Prose. 

The  second  year  of  the  Collegiate  Course  is  given  to  the  study  of  Horace 
and  Tacitus,  and  original  exercises  in  Latin  are  continued. 

The  text-books  used  are  mainly  of  the  Allen  and  Greenough  series. 

The  text-books  on  the  History  and  Literature  of  the  Romans  will  be 
supplemented  from  time  to  time  by  lectures  on  the  part  of  the  Professor. 
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SCHOOL    OF    ENGLISH. 

O.  M.  Johnston,  Professor. 

This  school  is  designed  to  impart  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  English 
language  and  its  literature. 

The  language  is  taught  not  merely  in  its  modern  structure  and  forms  but 
also  as  to  its  origin,  development  and  affinity  with  other  tongues.  After 
reviewing  the  subject  of  English  Grammar,  the  student  enters  upon  a 
scientific  study  of  his  own  speech,  commencing  with  Anglo-Saxon  as  the 
basis,  and  following  the  mother  tongue  through  its  successive  stages  to  its 
development  into  modern  English.  The  introduction  of  the  Danish,  Nor- 
mar,  French  and  other  elements  is  noticed,  and  their  comparative  value  as 
constituent  parts  of  the  present  English  is  discussed  by  lectures. 

Having  thus  gained  a  competent  knowledge  of  the  Grammar  and  vocab- 
ulary of  the  language,  the  class  proceed  to  the  study  of  English  Literature, 
beginning  with  the  biography  of  the  most  prominent  writers,  and  passing 
to  the  text  of  those  standard  authors  whose  works  have  been  tested  by  time 
and  approved  by  the  collective  judgment  of  mankind.  The  aim  in  this 
department  is  to  cultivate  and  shape  the  literary  taste  of  the  pupil  so  that 
he  may  be  safely  left  to  himself  in  his  choice  of  reading  after  leaving  Col- 
lege. 

COURSE      OF      STUDY . 

Junior  Preparatory — Patterson's  Elements  of  Grammar  and  Composi- 
tion. 

Senior  Preparatory — To  enter  this  class  students  must  be  able  to  pass 
an  examination  on  the  etymology  of  any  of  the  Grammars  commonly 
taught  throughout  the  State.  Students  of  this  class  study  advanced  Gram- 
mar and  Elements  of  Rhetoric. 

Freshman — English  Analysis,  Abbott's  How  to  Write  Clearly,  Selections 
from  English  and  American  Literature  for  Grammatical  and  Literary 
Analysis. 

Sophomore Sweet's    Anglo-Saxon    Primer;     March's    Anglo-Saxon 

Grammar  and  Reader  ;  Supplee's  Trench  on  Words,  with  reference  to  Web- 
ster's International,  Worcester's  Unabridged  and  Skeat's  Etymological  Dic- 
tionaries. 

Junior — Lounsbury's  History  of  the  English  Language  ;  Carpenter's 
English  of  the  XlVth  Century  ;  Shaw's  History  of  English  Literature  ; 
Bascom's  Philosophy  of  English  Literature.  English  Classics,  Bacon, 
Macaulay,  etc. 

Sknior— Hale's  Longer  English  Poems ;  Garnett's  English  Prose  from 
Elizabeth  to  Victoria  ;  Rolfe's  Select  Plays  of  Shakspeare  ;  American  Lit- 
erature. 


bCHOOL    OF     FRENCH. 

A.  J.  Aven,  Instructor. 

The  course  of  study  in  this  school  is  arranged  with  the  view  of  impart 
ing  the  most  thorough  and  extensive  knowledge  of  the  French  language 
and  literature  practicable  within  the  time  allowed.  Commencing  with  the 
subject  of  pronunciation,  the  study  is  pursued  by  means  of  progressive  ex- 
ercises, the  student  thus  acquiring  by  degrees  the  essentials  of  French 
Grammar,  and  at  the  same  time  becoming  acquainted  with  the  idioms 
which  so  strikingly  characterize  the  French  language. 

With  this  equipment,  the  class  proceeds  to  the  reading  of  choice  ex- 
tracts from  the  leading  French  authors,  passing  thence  to  the  classical  liter- 
ature of  the  language,  consisting  of  the  works  of  Fenelon,  Racine,  Cor- 
neille,  etc. 

In  connection  with  the  work  in  reading,  French  words  are  studied  with 
constant  reference  to  their  derivation  from  the  Latin ;  and  the  French  vo- 
cabulary is  constantly  compared  with  the  English,  thus  incidentally  exer- 
cising the  student  in  comparative  philogy  and  broadening  his  view  of  lan- 
guage in  general. 

At  the  end  of  the  course,  the  average  student  is  qualified  to  read  with 
readiness  ordinary  French  prose,  and,  with  the  aid  of  a  lexicon  and  some 
study,  to  master  the  most  difficult  French  poetry. 

Text-Books — Edgren's  French  Grammar,  Fenelon's  Telemaque,  Dumas' 
Napoleon,  Fortier's  Sept  Grands  Autuers  du  XIXe  Siecle,  Heath's  French 
Dictionary,  Super's  Readings  from  French  History,  French  Fairy  Tales, 
Bowen's  French  Lyrics. 


BIBLE    STUDY. 

R.  A.  Venable,  Instructor. 

This  course  is  still  in  its  formative  period.  It  is  designed  to  give  the  stu- 
dent a  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  in  their  historical  relations,  embracing 
the  gradual  unfolding  of  the  moral  and  spiritual  truth  contained  in  the  Old 
and  New  Testaments.  It  is  designed  to  be  compulsory.  It  will  be  more 
or  less  flexible,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  teacher  and  the  needs  of 
the^students. 

Text- Books  for  this  Session — Smith's  Old  Testament  History,  Price's  Sylla- 
bus of  Old  Testament.  Reference  Books — Giekie's  Hours  with  the  Bible 
Whitney's  Handbook  of  Bible  Geography,  Blakrie's  Manual  of  Bible  His- 
tory, Barrow's  Sacred  Geography  and  Antiquities. 
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SCHOOL    OF    HISTORY. 

O.  M.  Johnston,    Instructor. 

This  course  is  completed  in  one  year.  It  is  intended  to  convey  a  broad 
outline  of  general  history,  with  a  special  study  of  the  salient  tendencies  of 
the  chief  epochs.  While  the  method  pursued  is  rigidly  scientific  and  induc- 
tive, still  great  care  is  taken  to  make  the  course  interesting,  stimulating  and 
suggestive.  Little  stress  is  laid  upon  merely  memorizing,  while  the  critical 
and  analytical  faculty  is  carefully  cultivated  and  made  to  react  upon  the 
facts,  thus  giving  not  only  a  good  grasp  of  historical  events  and  tendencies, 
but  also  developing  the  qualities  of  thought  and  character,  so  essential  to 
the  citizen  and  Christian  actor  of  History.  To  this  end  frequent  lectures 
are  interspersed,  and  each  student  is  assigned,  every  month,  some  special 
field  of  inquiry  upon  which  he  is  to  make  a  written  report  to  the  class.  By 
this  means  each  member  of  the  class  shares  the  labors  of  all,  and  acquires 
the  habit  of  reading  extensively  and  cultivates  the  spirit  of  originality  and 
independent  investigation.

SCHOOL    OF    GERMAN. 

J.  G.  Deupree,  Insructor. 

In  this  institution,  the  use  of  the  so-called  speaking  method  of  instruc- 
tion 16  impracticable  in  consequence  of  the  diffusion  of  grammatical  mate- 
rial.    The  experience  gained  in   the  study  of  Latin,    Greek,  and  French, 
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will  be  utilized  in  the  acquisition  of  German,  saving  to  the  student  much 
irksome  routine  indispensable  in  his  earlier  linguistic  studies. 

To  the  principles  of  general  grammar  already  acquired,  the  student  will 
add  at  once  a  knowledge  of  the  forms  of  inflected  German  words,  as  a  pre- 
requisite to  reading,  Subsequently,  ample  means  will  be  furnished  for  the 
more  thorough  study  of  the  language  and  literature. 

The  text-books  will  be  the  Joynes-Meissner  Grammar  and  the  German 
Reader  by  Deutsch,  and  selections  from  leading  German  authors — Schiller, 
Goethe,  etc. 


SPANISH. 

A  class  in  Spanish  will  be  organized  so  soon  as  demanded  by  the  increas- 
ing commercial  relations  of  the  United  States  with  the  Spanish-speaking 
countries  of  Central  and  South  America. 


COMMERCIAL    SCHOOL- 

J.  L.  Logan,  Professor. 

We  have  in  connection  with  the  College  a  Commercial  Department  in 
which  students  acquire  a  knowledge  of  Theoretical  and  Practical  Book- 
Keeping. 

Without  unnecessary  therozing,  in  this  as  in  other  departments  compe- 
tent reasons  are  given  for  every  step  taken  and  like  ones  required  of  the 
student.  Young  men  who  have  been  diligent  in  pursuing  the  Science  of 
Accounts  are  justly  proud  of  their  attainments.  No  study  requires  closer 
thinking,  and  to  the  student  no  thinking  is  more  satisfactory.  A  student  is 
taught  to  rely  upon  his  own  conclusions.  Individual  instruction  is  given  to 
every  student,  and  his  progress  depends  upon  his  own  aptitude,  ability  and 
diligence. 

The  course  embraces,  in  brief,  Theoretical  and  Practical  Book-Keeping 
Commercial  Arithmetic,  Spelling,  English  Composition,  Business  Writing, 
Business  Correspondence,   Business  Law  for  Business  Men. 

By  entering  at  the  opening  of  the  session,  the  Commercial  Course  may 
be  finished  by  a  good  student,  well  versed  in  Arithmetic,  by  the  end  of  the 
first  term. 

STENOGRAPHY  AND  TYPE-WRITING. 

Facilities  will  be  provided  for  instruction  in  these  two  important  branches 
of  business  and  literary  education. 

Instruction  and  practice  will  be  given  on  the  Hammond,  the  National, 
the  Yost,  and  other  standard  machines. 

There  is  a  constantly  growing  tendency  for  type-writing  to  supplant  the 
pen  in  all  manner  of  correspondence  and  in  all  kinds  of  literary  work    The

leading  magazines  and  newspapers  require  all  communications  to  their  col- 
umns to  be  type-written.  The  day  rapidly  approaches  when  type-writing 
will  be  universal,  and  students  should  qualify  themselves  to  use  facilities 
for  saving  time,  labor,  and  fatigue. 

MILITARY    SCHOOL. 

It  is  the  design  of  this  school  to  develop  the  physical  system,  to  promote 
habits  of  promptness,  regularity  and  obedience,  and  to  encourage  economy 
in  dress. 

This  school  sustains  the  same  relation  to  the  College  with  other  schools. 
The  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  Companies  constitute  an  infraction  of  Col- 
lege authority.  The  relation  of  an  officer  to  his  Company  is  the  same  with 
that  of  a  professor  to  his  class. 

Each  Company  meets  once  a  day  for  an  hour's  drill,  and  goes  on  dress 
parade  at  command  of  the  Captain.  When  the  Sergeant  calls  the  Company, 
Cadets  shall  be  in  place  and  "  fall  in"  promptly.  After  roll-call  begins, 
none  shall  "fall  in"  except  by  permission  of  a  commissioned  officer.  While 
on  duty,  chewing  gum  or  the  use  of  tobacco  is  forbidden.  Guns  must  be 
always  ready  for  inspection.  Each  cadet  is  responsible  for  his  own  accou- 
trements, and  must  put  them  in  the  armory  at  the  close  of  drill  or  dress-par- 
ade. On  dress-parade  cadets  must  appear  clean-shaven,  with  hair  combed, 
full  uniform,  clean  collars  and  cuffs,  and  polished  shoes.  Laughing,  whis- 
pering, or  any  disorder  in  ranks,  shall  be  reported.  All  excuses  must  be 
given  to  the  Sergeant  before  drill  on  Tuesday.  The  penalty  for  violating 
any  rule  or  non-performanc  of  any  duty,  shall  be  a  squad-drill  of  not  less 
than  ten  ncr  more  than  sixty  minutes,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Captain.  If 
a  cadet  becomes  refractory,  the  authority  of  the  College  will  be  invoked  to 
enforce  obedience. 

Entrance,  as  in  other  schools,  is  voluntary;  but  having  entered,  no  stu- 
dent can  withdraw  from  a  Company,  except  upon  a  physician's  certificate 
of  disability  and  with  the  approval  of  the  faculty. 

Arms  are  furnished  by  the  State,  and  uniforms  may  be  had  at  New  York 
cost  with  freight  added.  During  the  present  session,  the  suits  have  cost 
$17.50.

MILITARY    GOLD    MEDALS. 

There  are  four  of  these,  the  Officer's  Medal  and  the  Company's  medal 
for  each  company.  The  object  of  these  medals  is  to  encourage  the  students 
more  generally  to  avail  themselves  of  the  benefits  of  the  Military  School  of 
the  College  and  to  stimulate  to  excellence  in  the  manual  of  arms.  The 
contest  for  the  Officers'  Medals  will  occur  sometime  during  Commencement 
week. 
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VOCAL    MUSIC. 

Vocal  Music  is  taught  in  the  College.  It  has  its  regular  place  in  the 
schedule  of  studies,  its  regular  hour  for  recitation  and  practice;  and  it  is 
subject  to  the  same  laws  with  other  branches  of  study.  Its  pursuit  is  vol- 
untary, and,  of  course,  it  is  not  necessary  to  a  degree. 

DEGREES. 

A  student  on  completeting  satisfactorily  the  Classical  Course,  receives  the 
degree  of  B.  A.  ;  a  student  on  completing  satisfactorily  the  Scientific 
Course  receives  the  degree  of  B.  S.  ;  and  a  student  on  completeing  satis- 
factorily the  Literary  Course,  receives  the  degree  of  B.  L. 

No  student  falling  below  85  in  his  general  average  for  the  whole  course, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  degree. 

Any  student  whose  average  of  scholarship  for  a  year  is  as  high  as  95,  and 
whose  deportment  is  as  high  as  95,  will  be  published  in  the  catalogue  as 
distinguished. 

After  taking  the  degree  of  A.  B.,  in  order  to  get  the  degree  of  A.  M.,  a 
student  must  take  an  additional  course  of  study  deemed  by  the  faculty 
equal  to  two  years  of  College  work,  and  must  pass  in  the  presence  of  some 
of  the  Faculty  a  satisfactory  examination  thereon. 

HONORS. 

The  awarding  of  honors  is  subject  to  the  following  conditions:  1.  The 
competitor  must  be  connected  with  the  College  the  last  two  years  of  his 
course  ;  2.  His  final  standing  must  be  determined  by  his  average  standing 
in  daily  recitations  and  examinations  in  the  studies  prescribed  in  the  course  ; 
3.  The  A.B.  course  has  precedence  over  the  B.  S.  The  B.  S.  over  that  of 
the  B.  L. 

In  comparing  the  average  standing  of  students  who  have  been  in  the 
College  an  unequal  number  of  years,  the  standing  for  the  extra  year  or 
years  shall  in  no  way  be  used  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  student  who  has 
been  longest  in  connection  with  the  Institution,  but  to  his  advantage  where 
it  is  possible.. 

No  student  will  be  allowed  to  omit  any  part  of  the  course  and  graduate, 
much  less  compete  for  the  honors. 

TERMS    OF    ADMISSION. 

The  applicant  for  admission  will  be  examined  as  to  his  previous  attain- 
ments and  must  exhibit  satisfactory  testimonials  that  he  sustains  a  good 
moral  character.  If  he  has  been  a  member  of  any  other  College,  he  will 
be  expected  to  present  a  certificate  of  regular  dismission  from  that  institu- 
tion. 

Each  applicant  will  also  be  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  laws  of  the 
College,  and  after  reading  them  he  will  be  required  to  deliver  up  to  the 
President  all  fire-arms  or  weapons  of  any   kind   in  his  possession,  to  be  re- 
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turned  at  the  close  of  the  College  year,   and  he  will  required  to  sign  the 
following  declaration  and  promise  : 

MATRICULATION    PLEDGE. 

"  Intending  to  become  a  student  of  Mississippi  College,  I  do  hereby 
acknowledge  myself  subject  to  its  laws;  and  I  do  further  declare  on  my 
honor,  that  I  will  obey  the  laws  of  the  College  now  in  force,  or  that  may 
be  enacted  while  I  continue  a  student  thereof,  and  that  I  will  use  my  ut- 
most endeavor  to  uphold  and  maintain  the  same  so  long  as  I  continue  a 
student  of  the  College.  I  also  declare  on  my  honor,  that  I  have  delivered 
up  to  the  President  all  fire-arms  or  other  weapons  of  any  kind  now  in  my 
possession  or  under  my  control,  and  that  I  will  not  procure  or  retain  any 
in  my  possession  during  my  connection  with  the  College/' 

EXAMINATION    OF    DELINQUENTS. 

Two  days  before  the  opening  of  a  session  will  be  devoted  to  the  examina- 
tion of  students  who  have,  for  any  cause,  failed  to  pass  any  or  all  their  ex- 
aminations for  the  previous  session.  These  examinations  must  be  passed 
before  a  student  will  be  permitted  to  attend  recitation. 

NEW    STUDENTS. 

It  is  very  desirable  that  new  students  be  on  the  ground  two  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  session,  that  time  may  be  had  for  grading  and  classify- 
ing them  according  to  their  stages  of  advancement  and  proficiency,  and 
that  attention  and  assistance  may  be  given  them  in  finding  suitable  lodg- 
ing and  boarding  places. 

DAILY    EXERCISES 

Every  secular  day  of  the  week,  except  Monday,  each  student  is  required 
to  attend  at  least  three  recitations  or  lectures,  and  on  Mondays  he  is  ex- 
pected to  prepare  his  declamations  and  essays. 

A  portion  of  each  Tuesday  afternoon  is  devoted  to  the  delivery  of  origi- 
nal orations  and  selected  declamationss  and  the  reading  of  oiiginal  essays 
by  all  the  students  of  the  College,  divided  into  appropriate  classes. 

PUBLIC  WORSHIP   AND    OTHER    RELIGIOUS    EXERCISES- 

It  is  proposed  in  this  Institution  to  secure  attention  to  study  and  correct- 
ness of  deportment,  not  only  by  the  enforcement  of  rigid  enactments,  but 
also  by  cultivating  in  the  student  a  taste  for  intellectual  pursuits,  virtuous 
habits  and  high-toned  honor.  Religion,  the  basis  of  all  true  virtue,  will  be 
made,  so  far  as  human  nature  can  do  it,  to  throw  her  healthful  restraints 
over  the  student. 

With  this  view  the  public  exercises  of  each  day  are  opened  with  the  read- 
ing of  the  Scriptures,  prayer  and  sacred  song.  On  each  Thursday  night  a 
prayer  meeting    is  held  in   the  College   Chapel,    which  the    students    are 
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encouraged  to  attend.  Weekly  prayer  meetings  are  held  by  the  students 
themselves,  within  the  College  building.  Frequent  lectures  on  important 
moral  topics  are  also  delivered  by  the  President  and  Professors. 

A  deep  and  consistent  religious  sentiment  is  the  prevailing  characteristic 
of  the  College  community.  Young  men,  whose  characters  have  been 
moulded  under  proper  influences  in  their  earlier  years,  are  as  safe  here  as 
when  surrounded  by  the  influence  of  home.  They  are  absolutely  safe 
nowhere.  They  are  as  safe  here  as  the  restraints  of  morality  and  religion 
combined  with  rigid,  but  paternal  College  authority,  can  make  them. 

MERIT    ROLL- 

An  account  of  the  delinquencies  of  each  student,  and  his  daily  attend- 
ance, conduct  and  scholarship  will  be  kept.  The  result  determining  his 
place  on  the  Merit  Roll  will  be  reported  at  the  end  of  every  ten  weeks,  to 
his  parent  or  guardian.  A  student  falling  below  75  in  his  average  for  any 
quarter  in  any  class  will  not  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the  class.  If  the 
average  in  all  his  studies  for  two  successive  quarters  be  less  than  75,  his 
parents  will  be  requested  to  withdraw  him  from  the  College.  More  partic- 
ular information  will  be  found  in  the  Code  of  Laws,  which  can  be  seen  on 
application  to  the  President  or  any  member  of  the  Faculty. 

ABSTRACT    OF    COLLEGE    LAWS. 

1.  Every  student  is  expected  to  attend  the  daily  devotional  exercises  in 
the  College  Chapel ;  also,  public  worship  at  some  church  on  the  Lord's 
day. 

2.  Every  student  shall  regularly  and  punctually  attend  all  his  recitations. 

3.  Students  must  obtain  the  approbation  of  the  Faculty  in  the  choice  of 
a  boarding-house,  and  no  one  will  be  permitted  to  change  it  without  the 
previous  permission  of  the  President. 

4.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  be  absent  from  his  room  after  seven 
o'clock  at  night,  without  leave,  except  to  attend  church,  or  the  voluntary 
societies  connected  with  the  College. 

5.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  leave  the  town  on  any  pretext  what- 
ever, during  term  time,  without  previous  permission  from  the  President. 

6.  No  student  shall  attend  any  exhibition  of  an  immoral  tendency. 

7.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  the  grounds  or  premises  of 
other  persons,  so  as  to  molest  ar  injure  property;  or  to  associate  with  idle 
or  vicious  company ;  or  to  engage  in  a  frolic  of  a  noisy,  disorderly  or  im- 
moral nature. 

8.  Damage  done  to  any  part  of  the  College  property  must  be  repaired  by 
the  offender. 

9.  No  student  shall  carry  about  him  deadly  weapons,  or  take  any  part  in 
a  duel,  on*pain  of  immediate  expulsion. 

10.  No  student  shall  receive  an  honorable  dismission  from  the  College 
who  does  not  regularly  and  punctually  perform  all  his  prescribed  duties  up 
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to  date  of  his  asking  for  it ;  and,  if  he  is  a  minor,  he  must  present  to  the 
President  the  written  consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  at  the  time  of  ask- 
ing. 

II.  No  student  shall  absent  himself  from  the  examination  of  any  class  to 
which  he  belongs,  unless  he  be  previously  excused. 

SPECIAL     ENACTMENT. 

By  a  special  enactment,  the  Legislature  has  prohibited  the  retailing  of 
intoxicating  liquors  in  Clinton  and  vicinity.  This  law,  which  has  been  in 
force  many  years,  has  worked  admirably.  It  has,  to  a  large  extent,  sup- 
pressed intemperance  in  the  town,  and  by  greatly  removing  temptation  out 
of  the  way,  has  rendered  the  place  desirable  as  a  residence  for  the  young. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  corporate  authorities  will  see  that  this  law  is  rigidly 
enforced.  The  success  of  the  college  depends  greatly  upon  the  co-operation 
of  the  College  and  civil  authorities  in  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order. 
Careful  parents  will  not  send  their  sons  where  they  will  be  exposed  to 
needless  temptation. 

LITERARY    SOCIETIES. 

The  two  Literary  Societies,  the  Hermenian  and  Philomathean,  are  in  a 
flourishing  condition.  They  meet  once  a  week  for  debate  and  other  exer- 
cises. Each  Society  possesses  a  well  selected  library,  which  is  accessible  to 
all  the  members.  Members  of  the  Societies  who  have  left  College  can  ren- 
der an  essential  service  by  securing  donations  of  books  to  these  libraries. 

SOCIETY    OF    MISSIONARY    INQUIRY. 

The  object  of  this  Society  is  to  obtain  and  diffuse  information  on  the  sub- 
ject of  Christian  Missions.  They  meet  monthly  for  discussion,  and  for  the 
reading  of  essays  and  correspondence.  Once  a  quarter  a  Missionary  Sermon 
is  preached  before  the  Society  by  one  of  the  leading  pastors  of  the  State. 

THEOLOGICAL    SOCIETY. 

This  is  a  Society  composed  of  those  students  who  have  the  Christian  Min- 
istry in  view.  Its  object  is  the  investigation  of  important  Scriptural  themes, 
and  the  discussion  of  those  questions  that  are  intimately  connected  with 
their  future  work.  The  exercises  consist  of  carefully  prepared  essays,  exe- 
geses and  debates,  and  have  proved  interesting  and  profitable. 

TROTTER    GOLD    MEDAL. 

This  prize  was  established  by  the  Rev.  I.  P.  Trotter,  of  the  class  of  1881, 
and  it  is  designed  to  stimulate  students  to  cultivate  the  art  of  oratory.  The 
contest  for  this  medal  occurs  annually  during  Commencement  week,  and  the 
speakers  who  compete  must  be  members  of  the  Junior  class.  Their  orations 
are  to  be  original.  The  competitors  agree  in  advance  to  submit  gracefully 
to  the  decision  of  the  three  or  five  judges  chosen  by  the  Faculty  to  deter- 
mine the  relative  merits  of  the  several  speakers.     The  judges  consider  es- 
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pecially  the  following  :  I.  Appearance  and  manner  on  the  stage.  2. 
Pitch  and  management  of  the  voice.  3.  Distinctness  of  articulation.  4, 
Correctness  of  pronunciation.  5.  Proper  emphasis.  6.  Tones  and  in- 
flection. 7.  Gestures.  8.  Earnestness  and  naturalness  in  manner  and  ex- 
pression. 9.  Subject  matter  and  composition.  10.  General  impression  on 
an  audience. 

PRICE    GOLD    MEDAL- 

This  prize  was  established  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Price,  of  the  Class  of  1885,  and 
is  offered  to  the  best  reader  in  the  Class  of  Elocution.  Its  object  is  to  stim- 
ulate the  cultivation  of  the  art  of  interpreting  and  rendering  the  best  com- 
positions of  our  unexcelled  English  Literature.  The  contest  will  occur  in 
public  during  some  day  or  night  of  Commencement  week,  before  co nape- 
tent  judges. 

MERRILL    GOLD    MEDAL. 

This  prize  was  established  by  Rev.  S.  W.  Merrill,  of  the  Class  of  1886, 
and  it  is  designed  to  stimulate  students  to  cultivate  the  art  of  English  com- 
position. The  contest  for  this  prize  occurs  annually  during  Commencement 
week,  and  the  result  is  announced  and  the  medal  awarded  by  the  President 
or  his  appointee  at  the  close  of  the  graduating  exercises.  The  competitors 
are  Seniors  who  agree  to  abide  cheerfully  by  the  decision  of  the  three  judges 
chosen  by  the  Faculty  on  or  before  the  Monday  morning  following  Com- 
mencement Sunday.   . 

The  essays  are  all  to  be  on  the  one  subject  assigned  by  the  Faculty  not 
less  than  one  month  before  Commencement.  No  essay  must  exceed  1,500 
words  in  length.  The  essays  must  be  handed  in  to  the  President  on  or  be- 
fore Thursday  preceding  Commencement  Sunday,  accompanied  with  a 
pledge  of  honor  that  they  are  entirely  original,  and  with  an  appended  list 
of  all  authors  consulted  in  their  preparation.  On  or  before  the  following 
Monday  the  essays  are  to  be  submitted  to  the  judges. 

The  decision  of  the  judges  will  be  based  upon  neatness  and  upon  excel- 
lence in  the  following  particulars:      I.   Analysis  and  treatment,  of  the  sub 
ject.     2.   Thought.     3    Expression,  including  choice  of  words,  structure  Of 
sentences,  essential  properties  of  style,  use  of  figures,  etc.     4.  General  Lit. 
erary  Merits. 

LOGAN-CORNELIUS    GOLD    MEDA'.. 

This  Medal  is  offered  by  Mrs.  G.  A.  Logan  and  Mrs.  Cornelius,  of  Abbe- 
ville, Miss.  Experience  proves  that  the  beneficiaries  of  an  institution  are 
the  best  canvassers  it  can  have.  They  speak  from  the  heart.  They  are 
naturally  its  best  friends.  The  object  of  this  medal  is  to  stimulate  a  zeal 
already  warrr  and  enthusiastic,  and  in  some  measure  to  reward  the  man 
who  is  the  most  successful  canvasser. 
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Students  who  are  not  discharging  their  duties  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Facuity,  or  who  are  guilty  of  misconduct  not  sufficient  to  demand  expul- 
sion, will  receive  official  warning  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty.  Should 
a  student  receive  three  such  warnings  during  one  session,  his  parents  or 
guardian  will  be  required  to  withdraw  him  from  school.  Parents  will  be 
duly  notified  of  such  warning. 

TUITION    FREE. 

Tuition-Fees  have  been  abolished.  The  only  charge  is  an  entrance  or 
matriculation-fee  of  $25.00,  required  of  all.  Whether  a  student  remains  a 
longer  or  shorter  time' in  school,  no  part  of  the  matriculation-fee  will  be 
refunded. 

PRIMARY  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Primary  Department  has  also  been  abolished.  Henceforward,  no 
student  need  apply  for  admission  who  is  not  sufficiently  advanced  to  enter 
the  Junior  Preparatory  Class. 

THE  SESSION   SHORTENED. 

All  students  will  please  to  take  notice  that  the  session  has  been  shortened 
to  36  weeks.  The  next  session  will  begin  September  21,  1892,  and  close  May 
30,  1893.  It  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  therefore,  that  every  student  be 
present  on  the  opening  day  and  remain  till  the  close.  By  pressing  the  work 
in  the  cooler  months,  we  think  we  can  accomplish  as  much  in  36  weeks  as 
in  40,  including  the  hot  month  of  June.  At  the]  same  time  the  student 
saves  the  expense  of  one  month's  board,  and^gains  one  month's  time  in 
which  to  earn  money  with  which  to^meet  the  expenses  of  the  next  session" 

STUDENTS  FOR  THEIMINISTRY. 

Such  students  must  be  approved  and  recommended  to  the  College 
authorities  by  the  Board  of  Ministerial  Education.  Provision  is  made,  as 
far  as  possible,  for  paying  the  board  of  those  who  need  assistance.  Those 
wishing  to  pursue  a  course  of  study  with  reference  to  the  ministry,  should 
correspond  with  the  President  of  the  College. 

BOARD. 

Board,  including  furnished  rooms,  fuel  and  washing,  may  be  obtained  in 
private  families  at  rates  varying  from  $10.00  to  $15.00  per  month.  Four 
weeks  are  considered  a  school  month.  Some  students,  by  working  a  short 
time  each  day  with  the  family  with  whom  they  board,  have  reduced  their 
board  to  $6.00  per  month  ;  others,  by  renting  rooms  and  clubbing,  have 
boarded  themselves  at  an  expense  of  not  over  $5.00  per  month.  Students 
can  board  in  town  only  in  such  families  as  are  recognized  by  the  Trustees 
and  Faculty  as  suitable  for  keeping  College  students. 


BOARDING    HALL 

Connected  with  the  College  is  a  well-kept  Boarding  Hall.  It  is  popular 
with  the  students.  The  new  dining  room,  31x50,  has  been  occupied  for 
five  sessions.  Each  student  furnishes  his  own  room  and  keeps  it  in  order. 
He  cuts  his  own  wood,  builds  his  own  fires,  etc.,  etc.,  and  thus  materially 
diminishes  the  cost  of  board.  Board  in  the  Hall  is  had  at  $8.50  per  month. 
The  Steward  will  devote  his  entire  time  to  the  business.  The  aim  will  be 
to^improve  both  the  fare  and  the  management. 

Those  who  desire  to  board  in  the  Hall  should  apply  for  rooms  at  once. 
Rooms  will  be  assigned  in  the  order  of  the  date  of  application.  On  the  day 
before  the  school  opens  rooms  applied  for,  if  not  occupied  at  the  time,  will 
be  assigned  to  others.  Rent  75  cents  per  month.  Board  is  due  monthly  in 
advance,  rent  is  due  quarterly.  All  students  occupying  a  room' in  the  Hall 
are  required,  at  entrance,  to  deposit  with  the  Steward  $2  to  cover  any  dam- 
ages that  may  accrue.  If  there  are  no  damages  the  money  will  be  returned 
when  the  student  leaves  the  Hall.  The  cost  of  furnishing  a  room  need  not 
be  more  than  $7  per  student.    Cover  for  beds  should  be  brought  from  home. 

LOCATION. 

Clinton,  the  seat  of  the  College,  is  among  the  hills  of  Hinds  county. 
This  part  of  the  State  is  unsurpassed  in  the  fertility  of  its  soil,  the  diversity 
of  its  productions,  and  the  morality  and  intelligence  of  its  population.  The 
town  is  small  and  noted  for  healthfulness.  It  has  never  been  visited  by 
yellow  fever,  not  even  during  the  wide-spread  scourge  of  1878.  The  village 
has  enjoyed  the  advantages  of  good  schools  for  more  than  half  a  century, 
and  hence  the  people  are  refined  and  cultured.  No  town  in  the  State,  per- 
haps, so  generally  yields  to  the  restraints  of  morality  and  religion.  It  is, 
therefore,  peculiarly  suited  to  be  the  residence  of  College  students. 

TEACHERS. 

To  those  who  contemplate  the  vocation  of  teaching,  the  College  affords 
excellent  facilities.  The  demand  for  good  teachers  is  great,  in  fact,  greater 
than  can  be  supplied.  Here  is  an  open  door  for  usefulness  which  our  best 
young  men  should  not  be  slow  to  enter.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  finding 
good  positions  for  those  who  qualify  themselves  well  for  the  work.  Large 
numbers  of  students  with  teaching  in  view  to  attend  the  College  every  year, 
and  it  were  well  that  this  number  be  greatly  increased.  The  College  will 
give  every  encouragement  to  this  class  of  students.
